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REPORT  TO  CITIZENS 

Upon  receipt  of  a  petition  signed  by  a  sufficient  number  of  Northum- 
berland taxpayers  to  have  the  town  reassessed ,  the  State  Board  of  Taxation 
ordered  that  the  Town  conduct  a  complete  revaluation  to  be  effective  April 
1,  1983.   The  Town  Office  is  presently  making  final  arrangements  for  the 
revaluation  which  is  expected  to  cost  about  $39,000. 

As  a  result  of  the  appropriation  at  last  year's  town  meeting,  David 
Garcelon  was  awarded  a  contract  to  prepare  a  complete  set  of  tax  maps  for 
the  Town  of  Northumberland.   The  project  is  presently  underway.. 

Due  to  the  town's  inability  to  receive  Federal  funding  before  1985 
or  later  for  a  planned  RBC  sewage  system  to  replace  the  failed  system  at 
Northumberland  Village,  the  Town  is  presently  studying  a  septic  tank/land 
treatment  system  which  is  classified  as  innovative  and  eligible  for  immedi- 
ate Federal  funding.   The  public  participation  and  bond  hearings  for  the 
project  have  been  held  and  construction  should  begin  in  early  Spring  if 
town  meeting  vote  on  the  project  is  in  the  affirmative. 

Due  to  reduced  outside  revenues  coming  to  the  Town  and  because  of  the 
large  expense  involved  with  the  revaluation,  measures  have  been  adopted  by 
the  Town  Office  to  take  some  of  the  strain  of"f  the  taxpayer  in  order  to 
run  your  local  Town  government.   These  measures  include  but  are  not  limited 
to  a  trial  two-man  reduction  in  the  regular  police  force,  expanded  use  of 
town-owned  equipment  in  hauling  snow  for  snow  removal,  not  filling  the  po- 
sition of  maintenance  man  at  the  town  garage  upon  Harold  McMann's  retire- 
ment and  instead  contracting  out  major  mechanical  work,  not  hiring  part- 
time  help  for  summer  maintenance  and  cemetery  work,  discontinuing  use  of 
the  gas  pump  at  the  Town  Garage,  and  placing  the  highway  crew  back  to  a 
40-hour  week  except  in  emergencies . 

With  the  threat  of  complete  breakdown  due  to  age  of  the  filter  and 
pump  at  the  Town  swimming  pool,  which  might  have  closed  the  pool  for  the 
summer,  and  with  the  Town  having  no  funds  to  replace  the  pool's  pump  and 
filter,  Groveton  Papers  stepped  in  with  a  crew  and  with  a  variety  of  fund- 
ing replaced  the  filter  and  pumping  facilities  with  new,  modern  and  effic- 
ient equipment  that  requires  very  little  maintenance.   This  job,  if  con- 
tracted out  might  have  cost  as  much  as  $35,000.00. 

A  community  Development  Committee  was  formed  that  has  and  will  con^ 
tinue  to  look  into  ways  that  can  make  our  community  a  better  place  to  live. 
Areas  of  emphasis  have  been  housing,  parking,  streets  and  commercial  devel- 
opment . 

The  town-owned  building  formerly  housing  the  police  station  was  torn 
down  and  temporarily,  at  last,  the  vacant  lot  will  be  used  to  provide 
badly-needed  parking  particularly  for  business  employees. 

A  chlorinator  has  been  placed  into  operation  for  the  Northumberland 
reservior.   A  fee  schedule  has  been  placed  into  effect  for  the  Town  of 
Guildhall,  Vermont,  which  gets  its  water  through  the  Northumberland  system. 

The  job  of  insulating  the  Town  Garage,  chlorinator  buildings,  and 
water  and  sewer  pumping  stations  was  completed.   Very  significant  savings 
has  been  realized  as  a  result  of  this  investment. 


REPORT  TO  CITIZENS  (continued) 

It  should  be  noted  that  due  to  changing  laws  in  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  much  greater  financial  responsibility  is  now  being  placed  on 
town  welfare  budgets  as  a  result  of  court-ordered  placements  of  juveniles. 

The  past  year  ended  with  a  generated  surplus  of  $89,852.57,  which 
resulted  from  unexpended  appropriations  with  total  revenues  ending  up 
about  as  expected.   The  overall  financial  picture  of  the  Town  is  good  and 
the  hope  is  that  the  town's  portion  of  the  tax  rate  can  remain  quite 
stable  due  to  reductions  in  spending  during  the  past  year  in  spite  of  what 
are  expected  to  be  lower  State  revenues. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  town  employees,  and  members 
of  the  various  Boards  and  Committee  for  their  dedicated  service  to  the 
Town.

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Northumberland  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Groveton  High  School  Auditorium 
in  said  Town  on  the  Second  Tuesday  in  March  next,  March  8,  1983,  to 
act  upon  the  subjects  hereinafter  mentioned.   You  are  hereby  warned  that 
on  said  date  and  place  the  polls  will  be  opened  at  9:00  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  and  will  remain  open  until  6:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  for 
the  reception  of  your  ballots  under  the  Non-Partisan  Ballot  system, 
(Articles  1,  2,  and  3).   You  are  also  hereby  warned  that  on  said  date 
and  place  at  7:00  o'clock  in  the  evening  the  matter  of  appropriations 
and  such  other  business  properly  coming  before  said  meeting  will  be 
taken  up  for  your  consideration  and  action. 

ARTICLE. 1.*  To  choose  by  ballot  the  following  Town  Officer  for  the  en- 
suing one  year:   one  Selectmen. 

ARTICLE  2.*  To  choose  by  ballot  the  following  Town  Officer  for  the  en- 
suing two  years:   one  Auditor. 

ARTICLE  3.*  To  choose  by  ballot  the  following  Town  Officers  for  the  en- 
suing three  years:  one  Selectmen,  one  Library  Trustee,  and  one  Trustee 
of  Trust  Funds. 

ARTICLE  4.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  $1,100,000  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  sewerage  and  sewage  treat- 
ment facilities  which  are  requirements  contained  in  the  Federal  Water 
Pollution  Control  Act,  as  amended  (33  U.S.C.  1251  et  seq.)  and  will 
qualify  the  Town  for  Federal  funds,  such  sum  to  be  raised  by  the  issuance 
of  Serial  Bonds  or  Notes  not  to  exceed  $350,000  under  and  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (NH  R.S.A.  33.1  et  seq. 
as  amended)  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such 
bonds  or  notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  and  to 
take  such  other  actions  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  issuance, 
negotiation,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bonds  or  notes  as  shall  be  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  Town  of  Northumberland,  and  to  allow  the 
Selectmen  to  expend  such  monies  as  become  available  from  the  Federal 
Government  under  the  Financial  Assistance  Program  of  the  Construction 
Grants  section  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act,  as  amended 
(33  U.S.C.  1251  Et  seq.)  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  5.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $39,000,  with  $11,000  of  this  being  withdrawn  from  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Fund  and  $28,000  being  raised  through  taxation,  to  engage  the  Appraisal 
Division  of  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  for 
the  purpose  of  revaluing  all  taxable  properties  in  the  Town  of  Northum- 
berland, as  required  by  the  N.H.  Board  of  Taxation  Order  for  Reassess- 
ment of  August  4,  1982  as  amended  by  the  Second  Order  for  Reassessment 
dated  October  7,  1982.   These  funds  will  be  placed  in  a  capital  reserve 
account  with  the  Selectmen  as  its  agents,  and  withdrawals  therefrom  may 
be  made  from  time  to  time  by  the  Selectmen,  as  appropriate,  in  payment 
for  the  services  as  rendered  and  billed  to  the  Town. 
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ARTICLE  6.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  from 
the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  the  sum  of  $16,000  to  construct  a  pitched  roof 
for  the  town  garage. 

ARTICLE  7.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  from 
the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  the  sum  of  $3,100  to  conduct  a  town  audit. 

ARTICLE  8.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $96,449.19,  together  with  any  interest  accrued  thereon,  from  the 
separate  water  and  sewer  account  (said  sum  being  the  remainder  of  the 
amount  of  the  new  settlement  received  from  EPA  on  the  town's  Sewage 
Abatement  Project  plus  1980  Revenue  Sharing  appropriation)  for  use  by 
the  Selectmen  toward  the  expense  of  study,  planning  or  construction,  or 
any  combination  thereof,  of  the  storm  drainage  and  sewer  systems  for 
Grove ton  Village,  the  sewage  disposal  system  for  Northumberland  Village 
and  the  water  system  for  Northumberland  Village,  and  further,  if  appro-* 
priate,  to  use  said  sum  as  matching  funds  for  any  monies  obtainable  for 
such  purposes  from  any  state  or  federal  source,  the  Selectmen  being 
hereby  authorized  to  make  application  for  funds  for  such  purposes  to 
any  state  or  federal  agency.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,000;  for  Christmas  street  decorations. 

ARTICLE  11.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,000  to  purchase  a  copier  for  the  town  office. 

ARTICLE  12.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $4,238  for  20  pagers,  one  encoder,  and  one  antenna  for  use  by  the 
Groveton  Ambulance  Corp. 

ARTICLE  13.   Too  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,500  for  support  of  the  Community  Action  Outreach  Program. 
(Inserted  on  petition  of  24  voters) 


ARTICLE  14.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $3,000  to  cover  the  cost  of  Perambulating  Town  Lines. 

ARTICLE  15.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  go  on  record  in  support  of 
immediate  actions  by  the  Federal  Government  to  control  and  reduce  acid 
rain  which  is  harmful  to  the  environment  and  economy  of  Northumberland 
and  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  Northumberland.   (Inserted 
on  petition  of  10  voters) 

ARTICLE  16.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  incur  debts  in  anticipation  of  taxes  of  the  financial  year,  such  debts 
are  incurred  in  order  to  pay  current  maintenance  and  operation  expenses, 
and  to  issue  notes  therefore  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
R.S.A.  33:7. 

ARTICLE  17.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the 
Town  Meeting,  money  from  the  State,  Federal  or  other  governmental  unit 
or  a  private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  fiscal  year  in 
accordance  with  RSA  31:95-b. 

ARTICLE  18.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  administer  and  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  Tax 
Collector's  Deed  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  the  Selectmen,  in  their 
sole  discretion,  deem  equitable  and  just  (RSA  80:42,  I  and  III). 

ARTICLE  19.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  scale  of  dis- 
counts to  be  as  follows:   3%  if  paid  on  or  before  June  1,  1983;  2%  if 
paid  on  or  before  August  1,  1983;  and  1%  if  paid  on  or  before  October  1, 
1983.   Discounts  will  be  allowed  on  $100  minimum  payment. 

ARTICLE  20.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to 
appoint  all  other  officers  as  required  by  law. 

ARTICLE  21.   To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees,  or  other 
officers  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  22.   To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  be  legally  brought 
before  said  meeting.

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LIBRARY  REPORT 

The  year  1982  has  been  a  year  of  change  for  the  library.   Both 
Patricia  Tillotson,  Librarian,  and  Helen  Carver,  Assistant  Librarian, 
decided  to  stop  working.   Patricia  Tillotson  and  her  husband  are  presently 
living  in  Florida.   Helen  Carver  is  still  in  town  and  continues  to  be  an 
asset  to  the  library  by  acting  as  advisor  and  substitute. 

Book  circulation  has  increased  to  23,575  this  year.   We  would  like  to 
take  credit  for  this  increase  but  realize  that  our  economy  is  more  respon- 
sible than  we  are.   The  demand  for  library  services  increases  with  the 
rising  cost  of  living.   We  now  have  933  registered  patrons. 

The  library  owns  12,972  books.   To  help  supplement  our  collection  we 
have  borrowed  747  books  from  the  Northern  District  Office  (Bookmobile) 
and  63  from  the  New  Hampshire  State  Library. 

The  summer  reading  program  was  attended  by  approximately  fifty 
children  from  Grades  K  to  6.   The  theme  was  "Grow  with  the  Bookworm." 
Each  time  a  child  attended,  a  body  part  was  added  to  our  bookworm.   Our 
goal  was  to  have  him  grow  and  go  all  around  the  library  and  the  goal  was 
almost  reached.   Each  child  attending  the  program  kept  a  booklog  to  record 
books  read.   Films  were  enjoyed  by  all.   A  certificate  of  attendance  was 
presented  to  each  child  at  the  end  of  the  six-week  program. 

Paul  Hawley's  fifth  and  sixth  grade  reading  classes  and  students 
from  the  Stark  Elementary  school  participated  in  a  library  orientation 
last  fall.   Students  practiced  finding  books  on  the  shelf  by  using  the 
card  catalog  file.   Our  goal  was  to  help  them  realize  that  any  book  in 
the  library  can  easily  be  found  if  they  know  how  to  look  for  it. 

Before  leaving  the  library,  Patricia  Tillotson  completed  her  Public 
Library  Training  courses  and  became  a  certified  librarian.   Yvette  Viger, 
your  present  librarian,  has  completed  two  courses  and  plans  to  take  more 
in  the  spring.   Kathleen  Marshall,  assistant,  plans  to  start  taking  cour- 
ses in  the  spring. 

We  would  like  to  thank  Fran  Rich,  Library  Treasurer,  Patricia 
Tillotson  and  Helen  Carver  for  all  the  help,  advice  and  support  which 
made  the  job  a  lot  easier.   We  would  also  like  to  thank  Jeanne  Bushey, 
Custodian,  for  all  the  decorative  touches  which  made  the  library  a  more 
pleasant  place  to  work  in  and  all  our  patrons  who  made  our  job  so  enjoy- 
able.

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NORTHUMBERLAND  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  1982  was  one  of  great  change  for  the  Police  Department, 
The  size  of  the  full-time  force  was  reduced  from  four  to  two  officers. 
Each  full-time  officer  works  five  9-hour  shifts  and  must  monitor  his 
radio  three  hours  during  each  12-hour  period  of  the  day.   Four  shifts  a 
week  are  manned  by  certified  special  police  officers  in  a  similar  manner. 
The  economy  brought  this  trial  change  about  to  see  if  the  Town  could 
receive  equal  or  better  police  protection  while  at  the  same  time  relieving 
some  of  the  financial  strain  on  the  town's  budget.   Whether  this  procedure 
will  be  continued  will  depend  upon  the  wishes  of  the  voters  at  Town 
Meeting. 

A  new  police  cruiser  was  purchased  in  June  and  up  to  this  printing 
has  proved  to  be  an  extremely  reliable  vehicle. 

The  Northumberland  Police  Department  is  appreciative  of  the  growing 
support  that  it  has  been  given  by  the  citizens  of  the  Town.   Many  times 
the  only  way  justice  can  be  achieved  is  through  the  cooperation  of  the 
criminal  victim  and  witnesses  to  crime  and  vandalism.   This  type  of 
assistance  is  being  evidenced  more  and  more.

The  1982  Recreation  Program  began  with  an  active  skating  program  at  our 
hockey  rink  on  the  State  Street  Field.   The  Recreation  Building  was  super- 
vised and  heated  throughout  the  skating  season,  which  was  considered  to  be 
a  successful  one.   The  swimming  and  outdoor  programs  were  directed  by  Patsy 
Collins,  Mary  Trask  and  their  staff,  and  included:   Boys  Basketball,  Boys 
Soccer,  Flag  Football,  Boys  Basketball,  Arts  and  Crafts,  Girls  Softball, 
Girls  Basketball,  Tee  Baseball  and  Ping  Pong.   These  activities  were  held 
daily  according  to  a  weekly  schedule  posted  at  the  pool  and  at  the  Arts  & 
Crafts  Building  at  the  beginning  of  each  week.   Several  special  programs 
were  again  offered  this  summer,  including  Walt  Disney  Films  on  Mondays,  a 
dog  show  and  a  field  trip  to  South  Pond.   Over  250  people  took  part  in  the 
swimming  lessons,  which  included  handicapped  children,  adults  and  infants.

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AMBULANCE  CORPS 

The  Groveton  Ambulance  Corps  has  been  very  active  in  1982.   The  corps 
has  maintained  its  24-hour,  seven-day-a-week  coverage  with  twelve  full-time 
and  seven  part-time  crew  members.   Our  crew  members  are  all  trained  at, 
and  above,  levels  required  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  licensure 
as  ambulance  attendants.   All  crew  members  are  involved  in  continuous 
Cardio-Pulmonary  Resuscitation  (CPR)  by  written  and  practical  examinations. 
We  also  have  personnel  licensed  to  apply  the  MAST  (anti-shock  trauma 
trousers)  which  are  available  on  our  ambulance. 

In  1982  the  ambulance  crews  responded  to  170  calls.   The  emergencies 
ranged  from  minor  to  major  injuries  to  include  industrial  and  vehicle 
accidents,  with  resulting  fractures  or  suspected  fractures,  various 
lacerations,  abrasions,  and  burns,  cardio-pulmonary  problems  (including 
cardiac  arrest),  drug  overdoses,  and  transfer  and  care  for  patients  with 
medical  illnesses. 

The  corps  has  purchased  equipment  throughout  the  year  to  maintain 
the  ambulance,  which  is  subject  to  strict  state  regulations,  at  top 
operating  levels.   These  purchases  have  been  acquired  through  the  generous 
donations,  memorial  gifts,  and  time  and  effort  of  many  dedicated  indiv- 
iduals.  The  Corps  and  the  Town  of  Northumberland  in  1982  expended  $1,110.28 
to  help  purchase  four  sets  of  bunker  gear  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
the  "Jaws  of  Life".   This  tool  has  been  used  locally  this  past  year.   We 
will  be  working  toward  replacing  and  adding  new  equipment  to  our  vehicle 
throughout  the  year  to  maintain  its  level  of  efficiency. 

We  wish  to  extend  an  invitation  to  you  to  attend  any  meeting  and  to 
become  involved  in  our  organization.  If  you  desire  any  information,  you 
may  contact  a  crew  member,  our  director,  or  the  town  office  at  636-1450. 

The  corps  wish  to  thank  and  express  our  appreciation  to  the  police 
and  fire  department,  organizations,  Dr.  Hinkley  and  all  persons  who  have 
supported  our  efforts.   Our  tasks  would  be  impossible  without  your 
dedication. 

A  special  thank-you  to  Andre  DesLaurier  for  placing  the  memorial 
plaque  at  Main's  Funeral  Home. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  my  crew  members  for  a  job  well  done  this  past 
year  for  without  your  dedication,  we  would  not  have  been  able  to  have 
an  ambulance  service.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


Forest  fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business,  good  business! 
This  slogan  has  been  the  motto  of  the  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands, 
Forest  Fire  Service  since  1909  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed 
by  the  Legislature. 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  protection  program 
of  State  and  local  forest  fire  personnel  that  has,  in  the  past  75  years, 
established  New  Hampshire  as  a  leader  in  forest  fire  prevention  and  con- 
trol.  Our  annual  acreage  loss  to  forest  fires  of  one-half  acre  per  fire 
is  the  best  in  the  nation.   This  fire  record  has  come  about  through  the 
cooperative  efforts  of  our  state/town  forest  fire  protection  program. 
The  state  provides  detection  of  fires,  training  for  local  forest  fire  war- 
dens, low  cost  forest  fire  suppression  equipment  to  local  fire  departments, 
and  technical  advice  at  the  fire  ground.^  Local  governments  provide  the 
volunteer  fire  fighters  who  are  appointed  as  wardens  and  deputy  wardens 
and  who  respond  quickly  to  suppress  reported  forest  fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  annual  acres  lost 
to  forest  fires  since  1910  when  the  average  fire  burned  33  acres  compared 
to  the  modern  day  loss  of  one-half  acre  per  fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  State/ towns  and  our  entire 
citizenry  can  this  record  by  maintained.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSING  SERVICE,  INC. 

Public  Health  Nursing  Service  has  continued  to  serve  the  Town  of 
Groveton  since  1976.   The  nurse  is  available  Monday  through  Friday, 
8  a.m.  -  4  p.m.  on  a  regularly  scheduled  basis  and  evenings  and  weekends 
depending  on  patient  needs. 

We  have  served  a  wide  variety  of  residents  including  persons  recently 
discharged  from  hospitals  who  require  further  treatment  at  home,  persons 
who  receive  treatment  at  home  rather  than  going  to  a  hospital,  infants 
and  children  who  are  enrolled  in  our  Well  Child  Clinics  receive  physical 
examinations,  immunizations  and  dental  care.   Blood  Pressure  Clinics  are 
held  monthly  in  each  of  the  towns  we  serve  and  are  well  attended. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  established  a  Homemaker/Home  Health 
Aide  program.   Under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  nurse,  the  aide  pro- 
vides personal  care,  such  as  bathing,  shampoo,  or  follows  a  program  es- 
tablished by  the  physical  or  speech  therapist.   In  a  rural  area,  such 
as  ours,  with  a  high  percentage  of  elderly,  the  service  provided  by  our 
agency  can  mean  the  difference  between  staying  home  and  being  placed  in 
a  nursing  home. 

A  total  of  3,786  visits  were  made  last  year,  a  12  percent  increase 
over  1981.   Of  these  visits  there  were  941  skilled  nursing  visits,  73 
home  health  aide  visits,  and  28  physical  therapy  visits  made  in  Groveton. 

Public  Health  Nursing  Service  is  a  voluntary,  non-profit  organiza- 
tion and  visits  are  made  regardless  of  ability  to  pay. 

The  continued  success  of  Public  Health  Nursing  Service  is  dependent 
on  the  contributions  of  time,  energy  and  appropriations  of  the  communi- 
ties served.

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL,  INC. 

In  1982  in  the  Town  of  Northumberland,  North  Country  Council  provided 
information  on  the  Community  Development  Block  Grant  program  and  outlined 
possible  projects  and  prepared  and  coordinated  a  survey  of  townspeople  for 
the  purpose  of  identifying  downtown  improvement  needs. 

In  addition  to  providing  specific  assistance  to  your  town,  the  Council 
works  on  activities  that  benefit  several  towns  and  the  entire  North  Country. 
In  economic  development,  the  Council  has  provided  direct  local  assistance 
to  several  communities  in  their  local  development  programs  and  has  contin- 
ued to  seek  approval  from  the  Economic  Development  Administration  for  a 
revolving  loan  fund  to  assist  small  and  medium-sized  businesses  in  eight 
communities.   As  a  member  of  the  Small  Business  Development  Program  for 
Northern  New  Hampshire,  NCC  has  provided  information  to  prospective  busi- 
nesses on  the  available  training  and  financial  programs.   The  Economic 
Development  Committee  has  met  on  issues  such  as  trends  in  the  wood  products 
industry,  the  future  of  the  North  Country  railroad  system  and  small  business 
development  and  financing. 

One  of  the  major  efforts  for  towns  is  community  planning.   The  Council 
staff  met  throughout  the  year  with  numerous  planning  boards,  selectmen,  and 
master  plan  committees  to  discuss  community  issues  and  provide  solutions 
such  as  zoning,  subdivision  regulations,  site  plan  review,  sign,  parking, 
septic  system  and  mobile  home  regulations,  recreation  planning,  business 
and  traffic  surveys,  and  more.   The  Council  organized  a  subdivision  work- 
shop in  the  spring  for  planning  board  members,  coordinated  the  Municipal 
Law  Lectures  in  the  fall,  and  provided  information  to  towns  on  HUD's  Small 
Cities  Community  Development  Black  Grant  and  Urban  Development  Action  Grant 
programs.   In  an  effort  to  maintain  essential  planning  assistance  to  our 
towns  given  the  somewhat  smaller  budget,  our  community  Planning  Committee 
established  a  clear  policy  on  membership  services.   This  is  described  in 
a  brochure  we  recently  mailed  to  you  entitled  "North  Country  Council,  Inc : 
WhatTs  In  It  For  Your  Town?" 

In  transportation,  the  Council's  Transportation  Committee  assisted  the 
NH  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Highways  with  the  Annual  Highway  Action 
Plan  Meeting.   This  meeting  is  usually  very  productive  as  it  is  the  major 
way  that  the  public  can  participate  in  identifying  and  supporting  needed 
highway  improvements.   NCC  is  assisting  the  state,  the  new  rail  operator, 
and  rail  users  in  marketing  the  Concord-to-Lincoln  rail  line  to  make  the 
line  more  economically  viable  and  eventually  self-sufficient.   In  the  Mt. 
Washington  Valley,  NCC  surveyed  businesses  to  determine  the  potential  for 
utilizing  a  truck/rail  terminal.   We  are  also  following  the  proposed  New 
England  rail  reorganization  and  its  impact  on  our  region.   The  Council  con- 
tinues to  work  with  the  Whitefield  Regional  Airport  in  an  on-going  effort 
to  secure  commuter  air  service. 

The  Council  is  providing  planning  recommendations  and  some  technical 
assistance  to  towns  in  anticipation  of  the  solid  waste  district  planning 
scheduled  to  occur  in  late  1983  and  1984.   We  had  a  voice  in  amending  the 
state's  solid  waste  law  to  make  it  more  flexible  in  local  situations. 
Sharing  of  ideas  and  coordination  in  this  field  is  aided  by  staff  member 
Fred  Moody's  position  as  a  director  of  the  NH  Resource  Recovery  Association. 
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North  Country  Council,  Inc.  (continued) 

To  assist  town  governments  with  administrative  and  financial  tasks 
(e.g.,  tax  billing,  accounting,  etc.),  NCC  has  acquired  a  mini-computer 
with  programs  to  accomplish  these  functions.   At  this  time,  we  developed 
our  tax  billing  services  and  look  forward  to  offering  additional  services 
in  the  future. 

The  Council  has  also  conducted  historic  buildings  inventory  in  a  few 
towns  and  will  be  serving  as  a  clearinghouse  on  historic  preservation  plan- 
ning and  activities. 

The  Council  closely  followed  the  proceedings  for  the  Quebec  Hydro 
powerline  in  1982  and  presented  our  position  before  the  Site  Evaluation 
Committee  in  March.   We  recommended  construction  of  the  line  in  Vermont 
which  provided  the  most  economical,  direct,  and  least  environmentally- 
damaging  route.   As  of  early  1983,  it  appears  the  powerline  will  follow  the 
Vermont  route  and  will  come  into  NH  in  Littleton.   NCC  also  testified  be- 
fore the  NH  House  and  Senate  in  support  of  the  Pontook  hydroelectric  facil- 
ity in  Dummer. 

For  the  last  year  and  a  half,  the  Council  has  published  NEWS  FOR 
SELECTMEN,  an  informative  report  on  local,  regional,  state  and  federal  act- 
ivities and  trends.   The  Council  is  active  on  the  state  and  national  level 
through  the  NH  Association  of  Regional  Planning  Commissions  and  the 
National  Association  of  Regional  Councils.   We  were  very  fortunate  to  have 
our  former  President  and  Jackson  representative  Oliver  Nelson  serve  as  the 
Chairman  of  the  National  Advisory  Committee  on  Rural  Development,   This 
past  summer,  the  Committee  prepared  a  rural  development  strategy.   The 
Council  set  up  one  of  two  in-state  meetings  to  solicit  views  from  the  pub- 
lic on  rural  needs  and  practical  solutions. 

As  in  the  past,  the  Council fs  major  emphasis  will  continue  to  be  tech- 
nical assistance  and  information  on  matters  of  concern  to  local  governments, 
The  Council  staff  is  always  available  to  meet  with  local  officials  to  dis- 
cuss projects  and  needs  of  the  towns. 

On  behalf  of  the  Council  and  its  Board  of  Directors,  we  thank  you  for 
your  support  during  the  past  year  and  hope  that  the  Town  will  continue  to 
use  the  services  of  NCC  during  1983.   Please  feel  free  to  contact  either 
one  of  us  or  the  Council  staff  in  Franconia  at  823-8108  or  823-5566.

TRANSMITTAL  AND  COMMENTARY  LETTER 

The  School  Board 
Northumberland  School  District 
Groveton,  New  Hampshire  03582 

Members  of  the  Board: 

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various  funds  and 
account  groups  of  the  Northumberland  School  District  for  the  year  ended 
June  30,  1982  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  December  15,  1982. 
As  part  of  our  examination  we  reviewed  and  tested  the  District's  system 
of  internal  accounting  controls  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to 
evaluate  the  system  as  required  by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 
Under  these  standards,  the  purpose  of  such  evaluation  is  to  establish  a 
basis  for  reliance  thereon  to  determine  the  nature,  timing  and  extent  of 
such  auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion- on 
the  financial  statements.   Such  study  and  evaluation  disclosed  the  follow- 
ing conditions  that  we  believe  to  be  material  weaknesses. 

Computer  System  Does  Not  Generate  A  Detailed  Statement  of  Expenses 

The  present  electronic  data  processing  system  does  not  provide  a 
detailed  statement  of  items  charged  to  a  specific  expense  category,  but 
generates  only  monthly  year-to-date  expenditure  totals. 

If  the  Superintendent  or  a  principal  etc.  requests  an  analysis  of 
items  charged  to  an  expenditure  category,  this  analysis  must  be  prepared 
manually,  which  is  totally  inconsistent  with  the  rationale  for  having  a 
computer  in  the  first  place.   The  lack  of  detail  expenditures  makes 
auditing  the  District's  books  more  difficult. 

We  would  recommend  the  School  Board  investigate  the  possibility 
of  expanding  the  existing  system  or  replacing  it  with  another  system 
that  would  provide  adequate  detail  to  more  easily  monitor  District 
expenditures  and  facilitate  a  speedy  audit. 

Revenue  Reporting  Not  Integrated  Sufficiently  In  Accounting  System 

Revenues  are  collected  by  the  Treasurer  and  periodically  reported  to 
the  Business  Administrator,  who  records  the  revenue  in  the  School  District 
Accounts. 

As  the  revenue  is  only  being  recorded  occasionally  on  the  District's 
books,  the  Business  Administrator  does  not  have  a  daily  cash  balance  and 
accordingly  cannot  invest  excess  funds  productively. 

We  would  recommend  the  Treasurer  in  the  future  give  weekly  reports  of 
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revenues  received,  or  revenue  could  be  received  by  the  Superintendent's 
office,  listed  and  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer  for   deposit. 

Student  Activity  Funds  -  Sloppy  Bookkeeping 

Our  audit  of  the  High  School  Student  Activity  Funds  disclosed  very 
sloppy  bookkeeping  with  several  clerical  errors,  etc. 

We  would  recommend  the  Business  Administrator  assist  the  High  School 
staff  in  maintaining  an  adequate  set  of  books  which  are  reconciled  monthly 
to  the  bank  statements,  or  if  this  is  not  possible  have  the  Superintendent's 
office  do  the  bookkeeping. 

Co-Curriculum  Payments  Made  As  Contract  Payments  Instead  of  Being  Payroll 
Payments 

Co-curriculum  payments  are  being  made  as  contract  payments  with  no 
related  payroll  tax  withholding. 

These  payments  are  payroll  expenditures  and  should  be  treated  as 
payroll  with  the  related  payroll  tax  withholding. 

Purchase  Order  System  Needs  Refining 

The  purchase  order  system  in  place  in  1982  needs  to  be  implemented 
more  fully.   Purchase  orders  should  be  used  for  all  expdnditures  and 
should  clearly  indicate  who  placed  the  order,  the  purchase  order  price, 
the  Business  Administrator's  approval,  and  the  receipt  of  the  merchandise 
or  services. 

Lack  of  Control  Over  Hot  Lunch  Revenues 

At  present  the  School  District  does  not  have  control  over  hot  lunch 
program  revenues. 

If  a  dishonest  person  were  running  the  program  it  would  be  simple  to 
misappropriate  district  monies. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  Business  Administrator  develop  a  system 
whereby  revenues  could  be  monitored  and  closely  controlled. 

Other 

The  objective  of  internal  control  is  to  provide  reasonable  but  not 
absolute,  assurance  as  to  safeguarding  of  assets  against  loss  from  unauth- 
orized use  or  disposition,  and  the  reliability  of  financial  records  for 
preparing  financial  statements  and  maintaining  accountability  for  assets. 
The  concept  of  reasonable  assurances  recognizes  that  the  cost  of  a  system 
of  internal  accounting  control  should  not  exceed  the  benefits  derived  and 
also  recognizes  that  the  evaluation  of  these  factors  necessarily  requires 
estimates  and  judgments  by  management. 

There  are  inherent  limitations  that  should  be  recognized  in  consider- 
ing the  potential  effectiveness  of  any  system  of  internal  accounting  con- 
trol.  In  the  performance  of  most  control  procedures,  errors  can  result 
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from  misunderstanding  of  instructions,  mistakes  of  judgment,  carelessness 
or  other  personal  factors.   Control  procedures  whose  effectiveness  depends 
upon  segregation  of  duties  can  be  circumvented  by  collusion.   Similarly, 
control  procedures  can  be  circumvented  intentionally  by  management  with 
respect  to  the  estimates  and  judgments  required  in  the  preparation  of 
financial  statements.   Further  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  internal 
accounting  control  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures 
may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  and  that  the  degree 
of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

The  following  conditions,  while  not  material  weaknesses  in  internal 
accounting  control  merit  your  consideration. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  of  the  District's  system  of  internal  account- 
ing control  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1982  which  was  set  forth  in  the 
first  paragraph,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the 
system. 

Inventory  of  Fixed  Assets 

As  is  the  practice  with  many  New  Hampshire  School  Districts,  the 
Northumberland  School  District  has  not  maintained  a  record  of  its  fixed 
assets.   In  order  to  adequately  maintain  control  of  its  existing  fixed 
assets  we  recommend  the  District  cause  an  inventory  of  these  assets  as 
soon  as  practical.   As  part  of  their  long-term  policies,  District  officials 
should  initiate  fixed  asset  records.   Cost  or  consideration  given  is  the 
generally  accepted  method  for  valuing  fixed  assets,  and  should  be  recorded 
on  all  new  acquisitions.   Where  adequate  documentation  of  cost  is  unavail- 
able for  existing  fixed  assets,  an  estimate  of  the  original  cost  is  an 
acceptable  standard  under  accounting  principles  for  governmental  entities. 
The  existence  of  fixed  asset  records  will  not  only  aid  District  officials 
in  their  control  of  these  assets,  but  should  be  an  invaluable  tool  in  long- 
range  planning. 

Student  Activity  Funds 

Included  in  the  Student  Activities  Funds  is  the  athletic  account,  sums 
are  transferred  from  the  General  Fund  to  this  account  and  individual  checks 
are  issued  from  the  athletic  account  to  referrees  and  umpires  at  the  time 
the  games  are  played.   This  activity  should  be  accounted  for  under  the 
General  Fund. 

Student  Scholarship  Funds 

The  High  School  principal  has  been  entrusted  with  the  custody  of 
several  scholarship  funds  during  the  period  under  audit.   The  School  Dist- 
rict has  no  authority  to  hold  such  funds  and  should  hand  them  over  to  the 
Town  of  Northumberland  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

Publication  Requirement 

The  provisions  of  R.S.A.  71-A:21  require  that  only  this  letter  shall 
be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  School  District. 
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However,  we  suggest  that  you  consider  the  publication  of  the  entire 
report  which  includes  auditor's  opinion,  financial  statements  and  notes  to 
financial  statements.   No  portion  of  either  the  auditor's  opinion, 
financial  statements  or  notes  to  financial  statements  may  be  published 
separately.  * 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  and  employees  of  the  Northumber- 
land School  District  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  our  audit.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Perhaps  few  challenges  face  our  school  districts  of  the  magnitude 
created  by  the  uncertainties  of  our  current  North  Country  economic  climate 
and  the  continued  need  to  provide  a  quality  education  for  our  young  people. 
In  an  era  of  inflation,  high  unemployment,  high  property  taxes,  and  almost 
non-existent  state  support  for  programs  the  state  requires  schools  to  con- 
duct, it  is  difficult  to  balance  the  two  key  needs  of  effective  schools 
and  reasonable  budgets.   Compromises  must  be  made,  often  among  choices 
which  leave  feelings  of  vague  dissatisfaction  in  their  wake.   Knowing  the 
issues  and  recognizing  the  priorities  enable  the  public  to  make  informed 
decisions  regarding  the  wisest  distribution  of  limited  resources.   Yet  of 
all  the  difficult  decisions  to  be  made,  keeping  the  educational  welfare  of 
the  children  first  is  of  greatest  importance. 

Ordinarily,  the  School  Boards'  role  has  been  difficult  enough  to 
choose  between  improving  existing  programs  and  considering  additional  curr- 
icular  offerings.   Under  the  present  economic  circumstances,  the  choice  of- 
ten narrows  to  that  of  maintaining  status  quo  or  considering  retrenchment. 
Regretably,  the  potential  for  improvement  of  school  programs  diminishes 
in  the  face  of  harsh  economic  realities. 

Nevertheless,  the  emphasis  still  focuses  on  what  we  are  doing  for  our 
children  in  a  positive  way.   Of  significant  interest,  the  elementary  read- 
ing program  adopted  by  all  three  school  districts  of  School  Administrative 
Unit  58 — the  Spalding  Phonics  Program — has  shown  its  value  in  both  the 
achievement  of  children  and  in  its  cost  effectiveness.   Special  training 
for  the  teachers,  provided  through  a  federal  grant,  gave  the  staff  the 
skills,  techniques  and  confidence  to  begin  instruction  in  this  simple  yet 
effective  approach  to  teaching  children  word  attack  skills.   Each  staff 
member  from  kindergarten  through  grade  six  is  using  the  technique.   Several 
high  school  teachers  participated  in  the  training,  and  are  incorporating 
it  in  their  teaching  where  appropriate.   A  valuable  outcome  of  having  high 
school  staff  aware  of  how  young  children  learn  to  read,  even  if  they  do 
not  actually  teach  in  the  reading  area  in  their  specialties,  is  to  develop 
an  appreciation  of  what  the  total  learning  process  includes  and  what  they 
can  expect  their  future  students  to  have  been  exposed  to  as  they  move  up 
through  the  grades.   Continuity  of  curriculum  is  critical  if  we  are  to 
provide  a  meaningful,  cohesive  education  for  children. 

The  administration  is  most  appreciative  of  the  support  of  parents  of 
our  our  school  districts  and  our  neighboring  towns  who  choose  to  send  their 
children  to  our  schools.   A  faculty  which  also  dedicates  its  energies  to 
seeing  our  young  people  learn  and  grow  in  a  stable  academic  climate  further 
supports  and  enhances  the  total  process  of  education  for  the  communities. 
Of  course  no  school  districts  could  exist  or  do  their  job  of  providing 
an  education  without  the  impact  and  guidance  of  public  opinion.   The 
school  boards  are  the  conduit  of  the  communities'  expectations,  and  frame 
opinion  into  policy.   This  is  not  always  as  easy  a  task  as  it  may  seem, 
and  those  who  serve  on  school  boards  are  to  be  applauded  for  electing  to 
navigate  between  the  Scylla  of  public  opinion  and  the  Charybdis  of  an 
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uncertain  economy.   John  Milton,  one  of  the  most  towering  intellects  our 
culture  ever  produced,  said  over  three  centuries  ago,  "Where  there  is  much 
desire  to  learn,  there  of  necessity  will  be  much  arguing,  much  writing, 
many  opinions;  for  opinion  in  good  men  is  but  knowledge  in  the  making.". 
And  the  making  of  a  knowledgeable  generation  is  the  proper  business  of 
the  schools.

PRINCIPALS'  REPORTS 

GROVETON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

Building  and  Facilities 

Students  and  staff  returned  to  Groveton  Elementary  School  in  Septem- 
ber, 1982  with  an  enrollment  of  291  pupils  in  Grade  K-6.   As  the  result  of 
summer  renovations,  remodeling  and  construction,  several  changes  took  place 
in  location  of  programs  and  use  of  the  facilities.   For  the  first  time 
since  1968  all  elementary  classrooms  and  programs  are  located  in  the  main 
building.   The  special  education  resource  room  has  been  placed  in  a  re- 
modeled supply  room.   The  remedial  reading  program  which  previously  was 
located  at  the  Methodist  Church,  is  now  located  in  the  former  resource 
room  on  the  second  floor.   With  additional  office-storage  space  being 
constructed  on  the  third  floor,  our  Title  I  tutoring  program  also  has  been 
relocated  in  the  main  building.   The  final  phase  of  the  82-83  remodeling 
project  called  for  the  construction  of  space  for  our  supply  room  and  out- 
side storage  area. 

The  present  elementary  building,  which  was  constructed  in  1907  with  an 
1960  addition,  now  provides  space  and  facilities  for  fourteen  basic  class- 
rooms for  our  K-6  programs  and  special  education  program.   In  addition,  we 
have  smaller  rooms  for  the  special  education  resource  room,  Title  I  tutor- 
ing program,  nurse's  room,  library,  speech  room,  and  office  space.   The 
cafeteria,  kitchen  and  storage  area  are  also  located  in  the  building. 

Curriculum  and  Programs 

The  direction  of  the  elementary  curriculum  continues  to  place  emphasis 
on  the  basic  language  arts  and  mathematics  skills.   In  the  area  of  language 
arts,  the  Spalding  Phonics  Program  has  been  expanded  to  include  grades  K-6. 
A  workshop  was  held  to  review  and  provide  our  staff  with  the  teaching 
techniques  of  the  Spalding  Program. 

During  the  school  year  the  staff  also  reviewed  our  present  math  pro- 
gram and  needs.   Members  of  the  staff  have  reviewed  a  new  management  sys- 
tem which  promotes  continuous  progress  in  mathematics  by  monitoring  stu- 
dents through  a  set  of  math  objectives. 
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In  addition  our  curriculum  also  provides  experiences  and  programs  in 
art,  music,  physical  education,  social  studies,  and  science.   The  school 
also  provides  library  services,  health  services,  speech  therapy,  remedial 
reading,  Title  I  and  special  education  programs. 

Chapter  I  or  Title  I 

The  Chapter  I  program  is  a  federally  funded  project  for  youngsters  in 
grades  1-6.   The  program  provides  extra  tutoring  and  small  group  help  for 
35-40  youngsters.   Children  selected  for  the  program  receive  about  a  half 
hour  per  day  of  small  group  tutoring  in  the  area  of  language  arts  or  math- 
ematics.  Children  are  selected  for  the  program  based  on  teacher  recommen- 
dation, test  results,  and  classroom  achievement.   Parents,  teachers,  and 
Title  I  staff  are  members  of  an  advisory  committee  which  monitors  the  pro- 
ject and  provides  direction  for  future  programs. 

Approved  Elementary  School  Report 

All  of  the  N.H.  Public  Elementary  Schools  complete  a  yearly  report 
and  application  for  approval.   The  schools  are  placed  in  any  one  of  four 
categories.   Our  school  did  meet  35  of  the  41  minimum  standards  and  re- 
ceived a  status  of  Category  3.   The  state  minimum  standards  that  we  do  not 
meet  are  in  the  areas  of  staff  and  services  for  our  school  library  and 
guidance  services.

GROVETON  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  1982-83  academic  year  at  Groveton  High  School  is  moving  forward 
rapidly  with  the  faculty  and  administration  working  towards  making  the 
programs  educationally  more  productive.   The  goal  of  every  change  is  to 
benefit  students. 

Computer  scheduling  has  been  dropped  in  favor  of  "Arena"  scheduling. 
The  rationale  for  this  change  is  to  personalize  each  student's  schedule 
for  the  1983-84  school  year.   In  a  school  the  size  of  Groveton  High  School, 
teachers  know  most  students  personally  and  are  more  aware  of  their  needs 
than  an  impersonal  computer. 

The  attendance  policy  approved  by  the  School  Board  was  formulated  to 
help  students  and  parents.   When  students  are  often  absent,  they  fall  be- 
hind in  their  work.   Ultimately,  they  are  lagging  so  far  behind  that  they 
become  discouraged  and  stop  trying.   We  hope  that  this  policy  will  lower 
the  dropout  rate  and  also  help  lower  the  incredible  statistic  that  41.3% 
of  adults  eighteen  years  of  age  and  older  do  not  have  a  high  school  diploma 
in  Coos  County. 

Comparing  Groveton  to  an  affluent  Massachusetts  community  and  several 
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New  Hampshire  cities  and  towns,  the  quality  of  education  rivals  that  of 
the  communities  mentioned.   The  teaching  staff  is  dedicated,  concerned 
with  student  progress  and  keenly  aware  of  recent  advances  in  the  various 
disciplines  taught  by  them.   Groveton  High  School  offers  all  the  extra 
curricular  activities  found  in  most  schools.   The  sports  program  is  limit- 
ed but  offers  a  reasonable  variety  of  athletic  teams  for  both  girls  and 
boys.   The  curricular  offerings  are  complete  and  allow  any  young  person 
the  opportunity  to  prepare  for  college,  vocational  school,  or  to  enter  the 
world  of  work.   The  graduation  requirements  are  demanding  but  prepare 
young  people  for  their  post  secondary  years. 

A  quality  school  system  is  always  in  a  state  of  flux.   Improvement 
and  growth  are  on-going  processes  of  a  quality  school  program.   Groveton 
High  School  fits  these  criteria  and  quality  education  is  the  by-word  of 
its  faculty. 

A  leading  goal  of  our  school  is  to  involve  parents  to  a  greater 
degree  with  the  education  of  their  children.   Since  the  school  is  a 
community  institution,  we  have  inaugurated  an  open  door  policy  for  parents 
and  other  interested  tax  payers.   We  welcome  questions  and  visits  from 
parents  and  we  hope  that  a  greater  understanding  will  lead  to  a  team  con- 
cept in  educating  the  children  of  Groveton.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  EDUCATION  SERVICES 
(As  Required  by  Special  Warrant  Article) 

Special  Education  is  still  a  relatively  new  function  of  public  school 
education  in  our  school  districts.   The  original  laws  requiring  special 
education  were  formulated  in  the  mid-19701 s,  and  have  been  continually 
updated  and  intensified  since  then.   Unlike  some  other  school  programs 
which  are  discretionary  or  recommended  for  schools,  special  education  is 
a  legal  requirement  of  both  federal  and  state  laws.   Any  school  district 
which  is  not  in  compliance  with  the  laws  is  subject  to  two  serious  courses 
of  action:   stoppage  or  loss  of  all  federal  and  state  funding,  and  judg- 
ment damages  through  the  courts.   The  extensive,  aggressive  network  of 
advocacy  groups  ("watchdog"  committees,  parent  organizations,  legal  and 
para-legal  services)  supporting  the  legal  and  civil  rights  of  handicapped 
children  makes  it  imperative  that  school  districts  stay  in  complete  com- 
pliance with  the  mandates. 

School  Administrative  Unit  58 Ts  special  education  programs  are  appro- 
ved by  the  State  Department  of  Education  (approval  is  for  a  three-year 
period;  our  next  review  will  be  in  1984  for  the  following  three-year 
period) .   Our  programs  serve  a  total  of  eighty-two  children,  or  approxi- 
mately eight  percent  of  the  school  age  population.   Because  of  the  unique 
needs  of  handicapped  children  class  sizes  are  required  to  be  smaller, 
additional  services  are  often  necessary,  and  material  and  equipment  needs 
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are  intensified.   Costs,  therefore,  are  disproportionate  to  the  cost  of 

regular  programs.   Specifically,  the  8%  of  our  population  which  is  coded 

handicapped  (which  is  exactly  the  state  average)  accounts  for  approximately 

18%  of  the  districts'  budgets  (which  is  below  the  state  average  of  20%  for 
special  education  costs) . 

Because  the  cost  of  special  programs  can  run  from  $25,000  to  over 
$100,000  per  year  per  child,  a  change  in  our  handicapped  population  can 
significantly  alter  our  current  favorable  cost  structure  at  any  time. 
Many  school  districts  in  New  Hampshire  and  across  the  country  have  had  the 
unsettling  experience  of  encountering  major  special  education  expenditures 
which  were  not  budgeted  for,  and  in  recent  years  it  has  not  been  uncommon 
for  school  districts  to  have  to  approach  the  taxpayers  for  deficit  appro- 
priations to  meet  the  unanticipated  costs.   We  hope  we  can  continue  to 
keep  our  expenditures  for  special  education  in  line  in  our  school  districts 
now  and  in  the  future,  but  the  communities  must  be  aware  of  the  possibility 
for  unexpected  -  and  legally  mandated  -  needs. 

SCHOOL  ADMINISTRATIVE  UNIT  58  PROGRAMS 
STRATFORD 

Stratford  provides  two  full  time  special  education  teachers  and  a 
part  time  aide  for  children  from  age  three  through  twenty-one.   The  pro- 
grams are  resource  rooms,  in  which  a  child  may  not  attend  more  than  50% 
of  the  time  for  special  instruction.   The  special  instruction  is  assigned 
in  an  Individual  Education  Program  (IEP)  which  details  the  academic 
deficiencies,  the  long  and  short  range  goals  for  overcoming  the  learning 
problems,  any  special  services  required,  the  staff  who  will  provide  the 
instruction,  and  assurances  and  guarantees  to  protect  the  child's  civil 
and  due  process  rights.   Children  whose  handicapping  conditions  are  so 
severe  that  they  require  more  than  50%  of  the  time  in  a  special  education 
classroom  are  tuitioned  and  transported  to  Groveton's  self-contained 
programs. 

GROVETON 

Groveton  Elementary  School  operates  two  special  education  programs. 
One  is  a  resource  room  with  a  full-time  teacher  and  teacher  aide  who  deal 
with  children,  some  of  whom  are  tuitioned  in  from  the  Stark  School  District, 
which  is  too  limited  in  population  to  operate  its  own  program.   The  other 
program  is  a  self-contained,  multi-handicapped  unit  for  eight  children, 
two  of  whom  are  severely  handicapped  and  require  full  time  individual 
aides.   The  classroom  also  is  staffed  with  a  full  time  teacher  and  aide 
to  serve  the  remainder  of  the  children.   Although  the  program  is  located 
in  Groveton,  the  classroom  has  children  from  Stratford  and  Stark  tuitioned 
in  for  their  special  instructional  needs. 

Groveton  High  School  operates  a  resource  room  and  a  Life  Skills  Center 
to  serve  special  education  needs.   The  resource  room  serves  twenty  students, 
with  a  strong  emphasis  on  pre-vocational  needs.   The  Life  Skills  Center 
serves  six  children  in  some  very  unique  capacities.   The  Center  is  set  up 
to  simulate  living  conditions  the  pupils  will  encounter  once  their  school 
career  is  over,  and  includes  a  curriculum  covering  home  maintenance, 
fabric  care,  personal  care,  and  food  preparation  in  addition  to  the  funda- 
mental academic  skills  of  arithmetic  and  language  arts.   The  program  also 
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extends  outside  of  the  school  into  community  living  skills.   The  students 
are  taught  the  basics  of  certain  vocational  skills,  shopping  and  money 
management,  and  the  day-to-day  activities  of  living  in  and  using  a  town's 
facilities  and  services. 

The  quality  of  Groveton 's  programs  is  reflected  in  the  fact  that 
nearby  communities  send  tuition  students  into  Groveton  to  take  advantage 
of  the  self-contained  classrooms.   Space  and  staff  limitations  prevent 
the  programs  from  increasing  in  size,  and  the  service  priorities  fall  to 
the  three  districts  of  SAU  58  first.   The  average  cost  per  pupil  of  opera- 
ting our  self-contained  programs  is  projected  at  over  $4,400  for  fiscal 
year  1983.   This  compares  most  favorably  with  the  cost  of  similar  out-of 
district  residential  programs  (for  example,  Laconia  State  School  and 
Training  Center  will  cost  $48,000  per  pupil  in  1983-1984),  which  would 
be  the  only  alternative  for  handicapped  children  if  there  were  no  programs 
locally. 

The  special  education  laws  require  a  free  and  appropriate  education 
for  all  handicapped  children  between  three  and  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
and  further  mandate  that  children  with  handicapping  conditions  be  identi- 
fied and  evaluated  by  the  schools  between  birth  and  age  three.   Although 
programs  are  not  required  for  those  under  age  three,  it  is  necessary  that 
the  schools  bear  the  responsibility  of  seeking  handicapped  children  in 
that  age  group  through  our  Child  Find  procedures  and  provide  the  necessary 
testings,  evaluations,  assessments,  and  consultations  according  to  the 
state  regulations. 

ANALYSIS  OF  REFERRALS  AND  SERVICES 
NORTHUMBERLAND  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

Referral  Procedure 

Any  child  who  is  suspected  of  having  a  handicapping  condition  which 
requires  special  education  and  related  services  to  correct  may  be  referred 
to  the  schools'  Pupil  Evaluation  and  Placement  Team.   Referrals  may  orig- 
inate from  any  source  -  a  teacher,  administrator,  parent,  medical  agency, 
court,  neighbor  of  the  child,  or  even  the  child  himself.   The  Pupil 
Evaluation  and  Placement  Team  (PEPT)  reviews  the  referral  and  determines 
tfhat  assessments  are  necessary  to  verify  the  existance  of  a  handicap.   In 
cooperation  with  the  parent,  and  under  the  umbrella  of  a  complex  framework 
Df  due  process  guarantees  and  appeal  procedures,  the  team  evaluates  the 
assessments  and  determines  whether  or  not  a  handicap  "code"  is  to  be  assign- 
ed.  If  a  condition  does  exist,  an  IEP  is  developed  and  special  services 
are  provided. 

Agents  Making  Referrals 

In  the  1981-82  school  year,  a  total  of  forty-two  referrals  were  made 
in  Groveton.   The  referring  sources  were  as  follows:

There  are  many  other  evaluation  instruments  which  may  also  be  used  by 
specially  certified  staff,  including  the  school  psychologist,  guidance 
counselor,  and  special  education  teachers.   Those  listed  are  most  commonly 
used.   Often  a  referral  will  warrant  evaluations  which  extend  beyond 
local  staff,  and  the  services  of  Occupational  Therapists,  Diagnostic  Pre- 
scriptive Specialists,  Physicians  and  Opthamologists,  Physical  Therapists, 
and  Speech  Pathologists  will  be  contracted  through  outside  agencies  and 
service  providers. 

Cost  Analysis  of  Diagnostic  Services 

Prior  to  the  1982-83  school  year,  psychological  services,  which  in- 
clude the  majority  of  evaluations  for  referrals  suspecting  mental  retarda- 
tion and  emotional  disturbance  in  children,  were  contracted  through  a 
variety  of  agencies.   Since  SAU  58  employed  its  own  school  psychologist, 
a  significant  reduction  in  costs  were  realized.   The  following  chart  illus- 
trates the  extent  of  these  services  for  a  one  year  period  for  both  Groveton 
schools:

The  contracted  cost  through  Upper  Conn.  Valley  Mental  Health  Services  for 
the  same  services  would  be  as  follows,  if  we  had  to  continue  contracting:

Observation  &  Consultation:   $50.00/hour  x  20  =  $1,000 

In  Groveton  alone  the  contracted  costs  could  have  been  $27,760.   In  con- 
trast, Groveton's  share  of  the  SAU  58  psychologist's  services  is  $14,086.90. 
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Similar  savings  are  realized  by  the  other  SAU  58  districts.   It  is  still 
necessary  for  us  to  contract  speech  pathology  services  at  $85  per  day, 
occupational  therapy  at  $20  per  hour,  and  medical  evaluations  at  going 
physicians1  and  clinics'  rates.   The  current  pupil  population  does  not 
warrant  hiring  full-time  staff  for  these  services. 

A  FINAL  WORD 

New  Hampshire  is  unique  in  the  nation  in  funding  public  education, 
with  only  8%  of  operational  costs  coming  from  state  and  federal  sources, 
and  92%  deriving  from  local  taxation.   However,  we  are  not  unique  in  the 
demands  federal  and  state  regulations  impose  on  local  schools.   Morally, 
we  are  not  a  society  that  casts  its  handicapped  and  disadvantaged  citizens 
aside.   Therefore  the  moral  and  legal  obligations  to  serve  special  educa- 
tion needs  are  responsibilities  which  cannot  be  ignored.   The  burden  of 
financing  such  services  in  New  Hampshire  obviously  falls  to  local  tax- 
payers.  The  public  certainly  has  a  valid  right  to  question  the  fairness 
of  this  system.   The  proper  avenue  to  bring  about  change  in  this  process 
is  in  the  legislatures  of  the  State  and  Congress.  As  with  any  legislation, 
it  is  only  through  a  public  spirited  and  involved  citizenry  that  the  needs 
of  the  American  people  and  the  tenets  of  fairness  and  equity  will  be 
prioritized,  balanced,  and  served. 
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RIGHTS  OF  PARENTS  OR  GUARDIANS 

As  the  parent  or  guardian  of  a  child  who  may  require  or  who 
is  receiving  special  education  and/or  related  services,  you  have 
the  following  rights: 

— You  have  a  right  to  have  access  to  and  examine  all  records  relating  to 
your  childs  education. 

— You  have  a  right  to  receive  prior  written  notice  whenever  the  local  edu- 
cational agency  proposes  to  begin  or  change  the  special  education  refer- 
ral, evaluation  and/or  educational  placement  of  your  child.   You  also 
have  a  right  to  give  your  written  consent  before  initial  special  educa- 
tion placement  and  before  any  individual  evaluation  of  your  child. 

— You  have  a  right  to  question  any  matter,  decision  or  recommendation  rela 
ting  to  your  child's  referral,  evaluation  or  educational  placement. 

— You  have  a  right  to  request  an  independent  educational  evaluation  of 
your  child  if  you  disagree  with  the  evaluation  obtained  by  the  local 
educational  agency.  If  your  request  is  accepted,  the  evaluation  will 
be  conducted  by  a  certified  or  licensed  professional  examiner  who  is 
independent  of  the  local  educational  agency  and  will  be  performed  at 
no  cost  to  you.  Should  your  request  be  denied,  you  have  a  right  to 
appeal  this  decision  as  described  below. 

— If  you  have  any  complaints  regarding  the  referral,  evaluation  or  educa- 
tional placement  of  your  child,  you  have  a  right  to  meet  with  the  school 
board.   If  an  agreement  is  unable  to  be  reached,  you  have  the  right  to 
an  impartial  hearing  conducted  by  a  state  appointed  due  process  hearing 
officer. 

'  — At  this  hearing  you  have  the  right  to  be  assisted  by  person  (s)  with 
special  knowledge  or  training,  or  by  an  attorney,  and  the  right  to  pre- 
sent evidence  and  confront,  cross-examine  and  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses. 

— After  this  hearing,  you  have  the  right  to  a  written  or  electronic  ver- 
batim recording  of  such  hearing.  You  have  the  right  to  obtain  written 
findings  of  fact  and  decisions  of  the  hearing  at  no  cost. 

— If  the  decision  of  the  impartial  hearing  at  the  local  level  is  not 
acceptable  to  you,  you  have  the  right  to  appeal  this  decision  to  the 
State  Board  of  Education  or  Civil  Court. 

— During  any  of  the  hearing  or  appeal  procedures  your  child  shall  remain 
in  the  current  educational  program  or,  if  applying  for  initial  admission 
to  the  public  school,  shall  be  placed  in  a  regular  program  until  all 
proceedings  have  been  completed,  unless  you  and  the  school  officials 
agree  otherwise.
